2. ^General Johnson asked General Cabell about "recommenda- 
tion #13." General Cabell's approach was akin to that of 

Mr. Baird in similar briefings. The DDC I spoke of the diffi- 
culties of implementation — space, number of instructors, etc. 

But, he added, "our hearts are in the right places and we'll t- 
do everything we can." It is quite a tribute to OTR that the 
US Army, including General Johnson, eagerly awaits the moment 
when Its best intelligence officers may be trained by C1A/0TR. 

The same positive attitude exists at Ft. Holabird. 

3. Colonel Oscar Doerflinger, Chief, Operations Branch,

He and FI Staff, seem to have solved most of the 

outstanding problems between ACSI and CIA In the Far East 
during their recent trip. General Johnson seemed somewhat ill 
at ease with CIA people at first. The warm relationship between 
Colonel Doerflinger and the Messrs. 

gradually thawed him out. General Johnson had been with G-2 in 
Germany. The "new look" in CIA-ACSI relationships seemed to be 
something new for him. When he left the briefing, he parted with 
people he recognized as friends. Part of the "new look" is 
attributable to the breakdown of prejudices on both sides, part 
to th^eTfot^^of men like Colonel Doerf 1 inger , 
an ^HHHI part to extraordinary efforts o^tn^paff of 
theTur^c^D^ren r to the Army's mission in coordinating NSC ID 
#5 activities, and, last but not least, both organizations are 
now feeling the hot breath of the Department of State down their 
necks. A1 1 the signs point to the beginning of a new era in 
CIA-ACSI relationships. When the history of US intelligence 
coordination is written, the decade of the fifties may very well 
stand out as the period of CIA-ACSI difficulties, but the decade 
of the sixties will almost certainly see a different alignment.
